Today Mr. Beard renewed his charges 
that the Soviet Union was violating ^e 
provisions of the arms limitation treaty 
other arms control agreements with 
the United States. He stated that he had 
received new information from intelli- 
gence sources supporting his charges.

I Beard has alleged that Moscow con- ■ 

;■ ducted an exercise over a five^ay period i 
' in July in which they simulated the re- * 
j loading of 25 to 40 SS-18 missiles. Rapid 
I reloading of missile silos is prohibited by 
i the 1979 arms treaty. Although-^'that l 
tr^ty has not been ratified, both sides i 
had indicated they, were prepared to ob-' 
serve the treaty’s terms. 
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
